Fire crews were called 
after reports of a leak Mon- 
day just after 12 p.m., said 
Platoon Chief Luigi Davoli.

“(It was)a very large 
bang, lots of pressure, so

Crews from En- 
bridge success- 
fully turned off 
the gas in the 
area, with most 
service restored 
as of Wednesday 
evening.

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Budget committee tackles COVID challenges, revenue streams in 2022 outlook 


Pressures from 


the COVID-19 
pandemic con- 
tinue to play 


havoc with city 
revenues, coun- 
cillors in Missis- 
sauga heard 
Monday during 
a budget com- 
mittee meeting. 

City staff said 
in a_ presenta- 
tion that it is 
projecting a $57 
million deficit 
due to the con- 
tinued impact of 
the pandemic — 
and while fed- 
eral and provin- 
cial funding will 
cover the deficit, 
the city will con- 
tinue to face 
challenges as it 
looks towards 
2022. 

“We are keep- 
ing a close eye 
on our financial 
picture and we 


will continue ad- 
vocating to 
other levels of 
government for 
our share of 
funding as a 
large Canadian 
municipality 
serving the daily 
needs of resi- 
dents and busi- 
nesses. AS we 
heard today, 
fuel and ma- 
teriel costs are 
rising while our 
revenues remain 
the same or are 
declining,” said 


Mayor’ Bonnie 
Crombie. 
“Under the 


current legisla- 
tive framework, 
municipalities 
do not have the 
financial ability 
to maintain, re- 


habilitate and 
expand _infra- 
structure and 
keep tax in- 


creases at infla- 
tionary levels. 
As a council, we 
are watching the 
city’s financial 
picture carefully 
and doing our 
homework _ to 
understand how 
we can best fund 
our projects 
moving ahead.” 

While _ recre- 
ation revenues 
are expected to 
improve as facil- 
ities reopen, a 
loss of transit 
ridership and 
associated costs

A1.5 per cent

while the city’s 
budget is pro- 
jected to in- 
crease by 4.2 per 
cent before Pay- 
ment in Lieu of 
Taxes (PILT) is 
factored in. 

“We will con- 
tinue to advo- 
cate for funding 
from other lev- 
els of govern- 
ment since the 
financial impact 
of COVID-19 is 
not over... staff 
have done a 
great job of mit- 
igating costs and 
offsetting rev- 
enue impacts as 
we continue to 
look at where we 
can reduce the 
deficit. It has 
been an exercise 
in good financial 


planning and we 
will see the ben- 
efits both now 
and in the years 
to come,” said 
city manager 
Paul Mitcham. 

City staff also

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“Battle of the jabs” as health experts defend mixing doses

Peel’s top doc says that resi- 
dents should take “whatever you 
are offered” as residents refuse 
vaccine appointments. 

Peel’s medical officer of health, 
Dr. Lawrence Loh, said Wednes- 
day that due to a shortage of the 
Pfizer COVID-19 vaccine — re- 
placed by the Moderna vaccine 
available this week in Toronto 
and Peel — residents should take 
the first available vaccine. 

“We aren't at a point yet where 
we can be picky,” Loh said dur- 
ing a media briefing in Bramp- 
ton. “We need to protect our 
community with everything 
we've got. Previous stocks of 
Pfizer helped us get to our one 
dose coverage goal... now our 
Moderna supply is growing 
quickly, and that will help us get 
to our two dose coverage goal — 
and get to the end of all of this.” 

Officials in Toronto said that 
they received information Satur- 
day that 162,000 doses of the 
Pfizer vaccine would be delayed 
this week, while in Peel, Mod- 
erna doses were expected to be 
administered until June 24 at 


the earliest. 

Toronto Public Health said it 
would increase the use of Mod- 
erna vaccines, with booked ap- 
pointments already in place at 
city-run clinics for the next few 
weeks. 

While lineups continue to be a 
mainstay at some clinics, offi- 
cials in both Toronto and Peel 
said that residents are walking 
away from appointments — even 
in the face of a 2.8 million-dose 
delivery of Moderna shots this 
week. 

That is of particular concern,m 
said Dr. Elaine de_ Villa, 
Toronto's medical officer for 
health, who explained in a new 
conference earlier this week that 
the “Delta” variant is spreading 
rapidly and the best strategy is to 
vaccinate as many people as pos- 
sible to prevent it from spreading 
further. 

She further added that Pfizer 
and Modern are both mRNA vac- 
cines that can be used inter- 
changeably, are both effective 
and effective for people 18 years 
and older. 


“If you have an appointment 
booked, keep it. If you do not 
have an appointment, book your 
appointment as soon as possi- 
ble,” de Villa said Saturday, who 
noted at the time that Toronto 
had a limited supply of doses to 
administer to individuals under 
the age of 18. 

Further, due to both Pfizer and 
Moderna both being mRNA vac- 
cines, they are interchangable, 
said both doctors. 

Residents in Peel who have 
booked appointments for their 
second doses and walked away 
with it have done the equivalent 
of “(not flying) with an airline 
because it’s not your preferred 
airline that has seats off an is- 
land that is sinking,” said Loh, 
who indicated that not getting a 
second dose could jeopardize re- 
opening efforts. “I cannot say 
this clearly enough. Please take 
whatever you are offered.” 

Meanwhile, Procurement Min- 
ister Anita Anand clarified that 
Pfizer would deliver 9.1 million 
vaccines in the second half of 
July as promised.

tario and Quebec. 
These later unified 
to become Canada. 

As made evident 
in recent years, 
Canadians are al- 
ways talking about 
their resto: of 
speech, but the 
truth is that the 
Freedom of speech 
does not exist in 
Canada; Canadians 
think of the United 
States. 

I would implore 
you to read the 
Charter of Rights 


and Freedoms 
rather than the 
American Bill of 
Rights. 

Freedom of ex- 
pression is proba- 
bly what you are 
talking about here. 
It explicitly restricts 
issues such as 
safety, public order, 
or the spread of ha- 
tred (related to 
public order). 

Freedom of 
speech is usually re- 
lated to what the 
government can do 
to you, not what a 
private organiza- 
tion can do to you. 

You are now en- 
tering the human 
rights law. It is not a 
charter right in it- 
self, but a set of reg- 
ulations formulated 
to deal with soft 
censorship issues. 

Generally speak- 
ing, human rights 
issues involve re- 
stricting the organ- 
ization from being 
overly keen to im- 
pose its values on 
employees unless it 
provides a less toxic 
environment (for 
example, suppress- 
ing someone's 


racist or sexist re- 
marks).

What is the “Corona Delta Plus” variant, and why is it important?

The COVID-19 
variant known as 
the “Delta” variant 
is quickly becoming 
the most  wide- 
spread virus strain 
globally, with in- 
creasing cases in 
China and _ the 
United Kingdom. 

It was first discov- 
ered in India, and 
more than 100 new 
cases caused by the 
Delta strain (also 
known as B.1.617.2) 
have been reported 
in Guangdong 
Province, China. 

At the same time, 
British Health Min- 
ister Matt Hancock 
reported that the 
latest version of the 
virus has a 40 per 
cent higher trans- 
mission rate than 
B.1.1.7, which was 
previously widely 
spread in the UK. 

The virus strain 
then gradually 
spread to other 
countries. 

Due to the 
changes in its form, 
the Delta Plus vari- 
ant appears’ to 
spread more rap- 
idly than its “Alpha” 
counterpart. It was 
first found in Eu- 
rope. Spike protein 
is an integral part of 
the coronavirus. 
With its help, the 
virus spreads the 
infection to the 
human body. 

The "test vaccine" 
(full vaccination) 


fails in the U.K. ata 
rate of one in 25 
40O times a week. 

Only six months 
after the release of 
the test vaccine, the 
following variant 
after Delta will be Is 
the one that really 
deserves attention, 
or the next one, in- 
definitely, or testing 
whether the vaccine 
is effective for that 
vaccine. 

In general, our 
negligence or fail- 
ure of taking the 
necessary action on 
time can make any- 
thing lethal; thus, 
protection from the 
infection is more 
important than 
measuring its de- 
gree of lethality. 

Basically, any res- 
piratory virus will 
harm the lungs, and 
in the case of coron- 
avirus, its disease 
begins in numerous 
small areas of the 
lungs, and it takes 
many days/weeks 
to spread all over 
the lungs. Because 
of this, it causes 
more serious com- 
plications. 

Thus, it is highly 
essential to con- 
sider before allow- 
ing coronavirus in 
any form into the 
body. 

The thing that can 
be effectively pre- 
vented by following 
the prescribed pre- 
cautions is that it is 


not good to allow it 
to harm and keep 
on paying its price 
to directly or indi- 
rectly fight its con- 
sequences. 

Also, before vac- 
cines existed, and 
PPE was largely un- 
available, even for 
people on "priority" 
to acquire it, t was 
impossible to as- 
sure "safe  dis- 
tances" (even if 
nobody had yet as- 
certained what they 
were), isolation was 
the only means of 
slowing the spread 
of a known airborne 
viral infection. 

Vaccines are 
available at sites in 
Peel Region and be- 
yond, personal pro- 
tective equipment 
(PPE) is now being 
manufactured in 
significant quanti- 
ties, we have good 
evidence that suffi- 
cient distances over 
four feet (and gen- 
erally requiring no 
more than six), and 
people are (typi- 
cally) being more 
careful about per- 
sonal hygiene. 

Judging by the de- 
creased incidence 
of COVID-19 fatali- 
ties, something 
among these reme- 
dies has worked to 
our advantage. 

However, one can 
well imagine that 
variants of COVID- 
19 might prove 


more lethal than 
the original. 

If the virus con- 
tinues to evolve, at 
some point in time, 
it may become con- 
siderably more so, 
possibly exceeding 
the capabilities of 
our current reper- 
toire of vaccines. 

Whether this is 
the so-called 
"Delta" variant or 
some future follow- 
on, it is still a possi- 
bility that merits 
our attention. 

If that should 
happen, we may 
once again need to 
enact our precau- 
tionary lock-down 
efforts until such 
time as a newer and 
more effective vac- 
cine can be devised, 
manufactured, dis- 
tributed, and used 
to inoculate the 
masses. 

There have also

been some changes 
in the symptoms 
after the mutation 
of the coronavirus. 
So, it is important 
to know about 
them. 

Common symp- 
toms of the Delta 
Plus variant include 
a dry cough, fever, 
and fatigue. 

It can include 
chest pain, short- 
ness of breath or 
difficulty breathing, 
and difficulty 
speaking when it 
comes to its severe 
symptoms. 

In addition, 
World Health Or- 
ganization (WHO) 
health officials re- 
port some common 
symptoms, includ- 
ing rashes on the 
skin, discoloration 
of the toes, sore 
throat, loss of taste 
and smell, diarrhea 
and headaches. 


The WHO has la- 
belled it as a “vari- 
ant of concern” 
because of its sig- 
nificantly increased 
transmissibility and 
also been associ- 
ated with reduced 
antibody — efficacy 
and reduced neu- 
tralization by vac- 
cine sera. There 
might be an _ in- 
creased risk of hos- 
pitalization 
compared to Alpha 
cases.

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Cabinet shuffle aimed at picking troops for provincial battle

Ontario Premier 
Doug Ford is replac- 
ing his minister of 
long-term care, pro- 
moting with former fi- 
nance minister Rod 
Phillips — who re- 
signed from his post 
following a Caribbean 
vacation during the 
COVID-19 pandemic 
— returning as the 
new minister of long- 
term care. 

Phillips will replace 
Dr. Merrilee Fuller- 
ton, who is now Min- 
ister of Children, 
Community and So- 
cial Services. A large- 
scale shuffle comes a 
little under a year be- 
fore the next provin- 
cial election in June 


2022. 
Ford said in a state- 
ment that the 


province is passing 
through the worst of 
the pandemic. 

"As we continue to 
work to rebuild and 
support Ontario's 
health system, our re- 
organized team is ca- 
pable of fulfilling the 
priorities that are vital 
to Ontario's, including 
getting more people 
back to work, making 
life more affordable, 
Support businesses 
and job creators and 


build transportation 
infrastructure,” Ford 
said. 

The news came 
ahead of rumors 
Thursday morning 
that the province 
would enter Stage 2 of 
the reopening process 
by the end of the 
month, according to 
sources. 

The opposition NDP 
pa criticized 
Phillips for returning 
to the Cabinet even 
before the announce- 
ment. 

Moral and account- 
ability critic Taras 
Natyshak said in a 
statement that even in 
his carefully crafted St. 
Bart's After the holi- 
day was covered up, 
Ford was still "close to 
and dear Phillips." 

"Phillips flew to lux- 
urious St. Bart, and 
when he went, he cov- 
ered his tracks with 
pre-written messages, 
pre-recorded Christ- 
mas greetings and 
false Zoom back- 
grounds, while others 
in Ontario squatted 
down and _ followed 
the public Hygiene 
recommends staying 
at home during the 
holidays," Natyshak 
said.

The length of Fuller- 
ton's tenure as Minis- 
ter of Long-Term Care 
is not without contro- 
versy. She was se- 
verely criticized for the 
severe damage caused 
by COVID-19 to the 
province's long-term 
care facilities, as 3,794 
nursing home resi- 
dents died of the virus 
and thousands more 
were infected. This 
spring, the Auditor 
General Bonnie Lysyk 
and the Ontario Long- 
Term Care COVID-19 
Commission both re- 
leased the depart- 
ment's report, which 
found that the depart- 
ment was not pre- 
pared for the 
pandemic, partly be- 
cause it had not taken 
action to prevent the 
crisis for years. In 
turn, the opposition 
asked Fullerton to re- 
sign. 

Less than a year be- 
fore the June provin- 
cial elections, this 
reshuffle seems to be 
shoving veteran MPs 
out of rural districts, 
which should be safe 
places for PCs and giv- 
ing junior cabinet po- 
sitions to urban and 
suburban MPs who 
may be more sensitive 


to the election. 

As well, five minis- 
ters were removed 
from the Cabinet, in- 
cluding former Envi- 
ronment Minister Jeff 
Yurek and former In- 
frastructure Minister 
Laurie Scott. In the 
meantime, several of 
the club's younger 
members have been 
promoted to more 
prominent portfolios. 

"With 21 per cent of 
adults now fully vacci- 
nated as Team On- 
tario sets new records 
in daily shots, we can 
be confident that the 
worst of the pandemic 
is behind us," said 
Premier Ford.

The Compass 
serves clients 
who reside in 
precarious living 
situations, and as 
a result, are espe- 
cially susceptible 
to COVID-19. 

The Compass 
urged Peel to im- 
mediately deploy 
targeted pop-up 
and mobile vac- 
cine clinics to 


reach those in 
shelters, en- 
campments and 
other forms of 
transitional 


housing. 
“Peel has made 
great efforts 


through low-bar- 
rier clinics, the 
Peel COVID-19 
hotline which 
provides assis- 
tance booking 
appointments, 
and allowing The 
Compass to book 
appointments for 
our clients,” said 
Grace McKeown, 
lead of The Com- 
pass’ advocacy 


committee. 

As of last week, 
Mississauga 
Mayor Crombie 
announced that 
twenty-five per- 


cent of Peel’s res- 
idents had yet to

Housing.” 

The Vote Hous- 
ing campaign 
seeks to motivate 
Canadians to 
“vote housing” in 
the next federal 
election.

Speed cameras roll out in Morning Star, Sawmill Valley neighbourhoods

The wheels may 
keep on turning, 
but two Missis- 
sauga neighbour- 
hoods will have 
help to curb 
speeding, as new 
speed enforce- 
ment cameras 
roll out in two 
Mississauga 


neighbourhoods 
early next 
month. 


The new Auto- 
mated Speed En- 
forcement (ASE) 
cameras will be- 
come operation 
in community 
safety zones in 
Wards 5 and 8 on 
July ‘5, two 
months after city 
councillors voted 
to expand the 
program to curb 
reckless driving. 


Morning’ Star 
Drive (between 
Lancaster and 


Netherwood) and 
Sawmill Valley 


(between Folk- 
way and 
Grosvenor) are 
the first two loca- 
tions for the new 
cameras, four ad- 
ditional locations 


planned for 
neighbourhoods 
throughout the 


city in the com- 
ing months. 

The cameras 
track drivers who 
exceed the speed 
limit in a given 
area and, upon 
manual review by 
a provincial of- 
fences officer, is- 
sues a ticket with 
a set fine based 
on the vehicle’s 
rate of speed. 

“We are com- 
mitted to pre- 
venting fatalities 
and injuries on 
our roadways... 
(this decision) is 
an important 
step forward and 
demonstrates our 


commitment as a 
Council to mak- 
ing our roads 
safer for every- 
one,” Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie 
said in May, after 
councillors voted 
to expand the 
number of cam- 
eras from two to 
22, 

Tickets are is- 
sued to the 
owner of the ve- 
hicle regardless 
of who was driv- 
ing. No demerit 
points will be is- 
sued and the reg- 
istered owner’s 
driving record 
will not be im- 
pacted. 

The cameras 
will also rotate to 
new locations on 
a monthly basis. 

New zones 
planned for ASE 
cameras include 
Old Derry Road 
near Second Line 


West (Ward 11), 
Whitehorn Av- 
enue (Ward 6), 
Cedar Creek 
Drive (Ward 3) 
and Mississauga 
Valley Boulevard 
(Ward 4). 

“We need to in- 
vest in all of the 
tools that are 
available to help 
make our streets 
safer,” said Ward 
9 Councillor Pat 
Saito, who chairs 
the city’s Road 
Safety Commit- 
tee, earlier this 
year. 

“We need to 
send a_ strong 
message now to 
every driver in 
Mississauga that 
speeding is dan- 
gerous and will 
not be tolerated.”

Caledon 
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LRT: What are the stakes for Brampton taxpayers and businesses?

It’s hard to think 
of a decision that 
will have a longer- 
lasting and more 
pronounced im- 
pact on Bramp- 
ton’s downtown 
core than the 
Main St Light Rail 
Transit (LRT) 
project that the 
city is currently 
considering. 

The system 
would be an ex- 
tension of 
Metrolinx’s 
Hurontario LRT 
that begins in Port 
Credit, continues 
north and, as cur- 
rently designed, 
ends at Steeles 
Avenue. 

When the 
provincial govern- 
ment _ originally 
committed fund- 
ing for the project 
in 2015 the seg- 
ment now under 
consideration in 
Brampton was in- 
cluded and paid 
for, but the previ- 
ous Council de- 


I 


clined to have it 
built. 

The primary de- 
cision in the up- 
coming debate is 
over whether the 
LRT should be 
built at  street- 
level (surface) or 
underground 
(tunnel). 

When the proj- 
ect announced in 
2015 was declined 
by the City, the 
surface-level char- 
acteristic of it was 
widely seen as the 
reason following 
intense lobbying 
around concerns 
for the aesthetic of 
Brampton’s _his- 
toric downtown. 

While the LRT is 
a complex project 
that touches on 
nearly every facet 
of city planning 
and overlaps with 
policy setting in 
many areas (in- 
cluding other 
overdue work in 
the downtown, 
such as utility up- 


grades), there are 
three core con- 
cerns that the 
Brampton Board 
of Trade is think- 
ing about. 

The first is cost. 

Governing is 
about making 
choices, and the 
fiscal capacity (re- 
sources) of gov- 
ernments and the 
tax base has been 
stretched greatly 


during the 
COVID-19 _ pan- 
demic. 


Value for money 
should always be a 
paramount con- 
sideration, but it 
seems especially 
important at this 
particular mo- 
ment. 

We are eagerly 
awaiting revised 
costing estimates 
from the city, but 
last we had seen

to Mayfield Road.

to surface level, 
while a continu- 
ous surface-level 
route could be ex- 
tended beyond the 
existing corridor, 
likely at a much 


lower cost. 
East-west con- 
nectivity is the 


third critical fac- 
tor that must be 
taken into ac- 
count. 

We know it is 
likely that Queen 
St will soon have 
the density to re- 
quire higher order 
transit of its own. 

One of the main 
advantages of LRT 
systems is their 
ability to bring to- 
gether different 
modes of transit 
that serve major 
arteries and con- 
nect regions. 

A surface-level 
LRT would offer 
options to connect 
to Queen Street 
that could eventu- 
ally include an 
LRT system of its 


own, buses and 
other forms of 
transit. It is un- 
known how a tun- 
neled Main LRT 
would be able to 
connect to a fu- 
ture Queen LRT. 
These three fac- 
tors are not the 
only considera- 
tions at play in the 
LRT debate, but 
the Brampton 
Board of Trade 
sees them as foun- 
dational questions 
that should guide 
the conversation.

Will the United States and Russia ever become allies?

The three-hour 
summit between U.S. 
President Joe Biden 
and Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin 
in Geneva earlier this 
weekdrew worldwide 
attention. 

A number of deci- 
sions were taken at 
the meeting, which 
indicated that the 
two countries were 
ready to resolve their 
differences. 

The two countries 
will now allow each 
other's diplomats to 
return to their re- 
spective capitals. 
During the meeting, 
the two Presidents 
had a meaningful 
discussion on 
Ukraine's return to 
NATO. It was agreed 
to make a joint effort 
on the cyber attack. 

At the same time, it 
was agreed to con- 
tinue discussions on 
nuclear __ stability. 
There was also dis- 
agreement on a 
number of issues, in- 
cluding human 
rights. 

Russia's opposition 


leader, Alexei 
Navalny, was also 
discussed, but there 
was no consensus 
between the two 
leaders. 

In his opening re- 
marks, Putin praised 
Biden. He called him 
an experienced ruler 
and noted that Biden 
and Donald Trump 
are quite different 
from each other. He 
also said the talks 
were very construc- 
tive, and he did not 
think there was any 
animosity. 

While Biden said in 
his press conference 
that the meeting was 
constructive, accord- 
ing to him, he hopes 
that Russia-U.S. re- 
lations will be re- 
stored. 

Actually, when the 
United States gets 
leadership that real- 
izes that the Cold 
War ended a very 
long time ago and 
that the modern 
Russian Federation 
is a very different 
state with different 
goals than the Soviet 


Union, that’s when a 
consensus may be 
reached. 

However, the two 
world leaders did not 
attend the banquet 
or hold a joint press 
conference. This 
makes it easy to 
gauge the ongoing 
tension between the 
two world powers. 

True, tensions be- 
tween Russia and the 
United States have 
been running high 
for over a decade, but 
the meeting has been 
a significant step in 
easing tensions. 

For decades, U.S.- 
Russian tensions 
have had a profound 
effect on world poli- 
tics. This has directly 
benefited China. 

Surrounded by 
Western aggression, 
Putin has joined 
hands with China to 
strengthen his posi- 
tion. 

However, Putin 
knows that there is a 
long-standing rela- 
tionship between 
Russia and China 
Friendship is not 


possible. Russian 
military experts have 
warned the Russian 
administration that 
China's expansionist 
policy in Russia's 
Siberian region is 
still ongoing. 

However, in 2005, 
China signed an 
agreement with Rus- 
sia on a border in the 
region. 

Russia & China are 
constantly compet- 
ing with the U.S. be- 


cause they were 
always bullied in 
some way. Both 


countries needed to 
get stronger so as not 
to get bullied again. 

Getting the U.S. out 
of the way is the only 
option left on the 
table if they want to 
flourish and trade 
fairly with the rest of 
the world. The U.S. 
has imposed sanc- 
tions on countries 
like Russia & North 
Korea, so these coun- 
tries cannot grow 
stronger. 

The world might be 
better if the U.S. is 
willing to be unbi- 


—o- 


ased and fair to the 
rest of the world. It is 
not always blocking 
the way for those 
non-allies. 

Russia, China, and 
North Korea are 
blood brothers be- 
cause the U.S. has of- 
fended them in many 
ways. Bullying, to be 
exact. 

How can _ the 
strongest nation in 
the world need to be- 
friend or allies with 
Russia or China? In 
their eyes, both 
countries are weak. 

They are like water 
and fire, and they do 
not mix together. 

It probably would- 
n't change substan- 
tially. The current 
international  rela- 
tions, law, and trade 
system exist because 
the two superpowers 
that existed in 1945 
wanted it to exist. 

After the People’s 
Republic of China 
became the third su- 
perpower as a mem- 
ber of the 
international com- 
munity after 1972, 


China also decided to 
support that global 
system. 

Of course, the three 
nations together 
would have a domi- 
nating economic in- 
fluence, but 
everything would de- 
pend on how that 
economic power is 
used. 

More than likely, 
they would act 
against disruptive re- 
ligious, tribal, and 
nationalist move- 
ments that challenge 
the international sys- 
tem today in a uni- 
fied way. 

In general, the out- 
lawing of wars be- 
tween nations and 
aggressive national- 
ism would be to the 
advantage of this 


hegemony, so the 
hegemony would 
continue to stand 
against it. 


It remains to be 
seen whether such 
an action could bring 
about peace globally. 
Time will tell.

Professional and 
amateur athletes 
itching for a return 
to league play may 
finally feel a sense 
of relief, as the 
province an- 
nounced a frame- 
work this week to 
get sports enthusi- 
asts and athletes 
back to play in a 
safe manner.

MacLeod said

In addition, 
events hosted by a 
National Sport Or- 
ganization (NSO) 
that is either 
funded by Sport

play if the event ex- 


clusively includes 
athletes, coaches

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“Marlene” Documents Truscott’s Long Ordeal

For the second 
year in a row, the 
Oakville Film festi- 
val took place on- 
line because of 
COVID-19 — but it 
didn’t stop organiz- 
ers from organizing 
a compelling and 
varied selection of 
films for viewers to 
watch. 

I had the pleasure 
of watching “Mar- 
lene” on the opening 
day of the festival. 

“Marlene” is a 
provocative and en- 
lightening film 
about the plight of 
Steven Truscott’s 
wrongful rape and 
murder trial. 

The flashback 
scenes with the cur- 
rent date scenes 
were masterfully 
crafted. 

The parts of Lynne 
Harper and Stephen 
Truscott were 
played by Kristen 
Booth and _ Greg 
Blyk, respectively. 

In the opening 
scene, we see Lynne 
Harper on Steven 
Truscott’s bike. She 
gets off it and gets 
into a car driven by a 
stranger. 


In the present day, 
Marlene tells her 
husband that she 
cannot remain 
silent. Steven has 
been wrongly con- 
victed. 

Therefore, after 
seeing David Mil- 
gaard being exoner- 
ated after he takes a 
DNA test, she feels 
he should do the 
same. Steven talks 
to his lawyer and 
tells him, “Let’s go 
for it.” 

Marlene wants to 
know that her hus- 
band may not go to 
his grave a convicted 
killer. 

Marlene had ac- 
cess to many boxes 
of court documents; 
20,000 pieces, in 
fact. 

In a flashback to 
Sep. 1959, Marlene 
says: “Steve was in a 
cell waiting to be 
hanged while I was 
having the time of 
my life.” She was out 
to prove his inno- 
cence. She amassed 
1,000 signatures on 
a petition to free Tr- 
uscott. A radio re- 
ports concluded that 
he had a fair trial... 


but Marlene _ be- 
lieved they must 
keep fighting. 

The parole board 
rules that he must 
leave Ontario, so he 
moves to B.C., and 
Marlene follows him 
there. 

After their kids are 
teenagers, Marlene 
tells Steven that they 
“will have to know 
the truth about their 
father.” Marlene 
tells their daughter, 
Leslie, “that we were 
trying to protect 
you.” 

In a conversation, 
their lawyer tell 
them that all the ev- 
idence has _ been 
burned and that it is 
all gone. He goes on 
further to say “that 
we must reopen the 
case with com- 
pelling evidence.” 

Marlene reads a 
document that 
Lynne was killed at 
9 p.m. and _ that 
Steven was babysit- 
ting at 8:05 p.m. 

This indicated 
Steven couldn’t be 
the killer of Lynne 
Harper. 

When Steven Tr- 
uscott was asked, 


“Do you believe you 
would be hanged?” 
He replied, “It was 
like being dropped 
in a foreign country 
where English was 
not spoken.” Their 


was construction 
noise outside the jail 
cell. 


He thought they 
were building gal- 
lows and “(they 
were) coming to get 
me.” Steven later 
tells his wife: “I 
would do it all again 
if knew you were 
waiting on the other 
side.” 

Steven spent 10 
years in prison. 
Meanwhile, it was 
discovered their was 
no forensic evidence 
linking death to 
Lynne Harper be- 
cause of a fire. 

A ministerial ap- 
plication was made 
that reopened the 
case. A press confer- 
ence was held that 
there was new evi- 
dence. 

There was a docu- 
ment that showed 
the time of death to 
be much later than 
was originally docu- 
mented. This docu- 


ment was taken to 
police but never pre- 
sented in court. 

On Oct. 28, 2004, 
Steven received a 
call from the Court 
of Appeal for Re- 
view. They tell him 
the trial could take 
up to three years. 

We see the bed- 
room phone ringing. 
Marlene asks 
Steven, “ What did 
they say?” Steven 
replies, “I’ve been 
exonerated.” 

On Aug. 28, 2007, 
we see Marlene 
walking and never 
going back. 

She declares, “I 
just wanted to see 
the ‘victory’ sign.” 
That’s exactly what 
she does at their 
press conference 
with Steven Truscott 
and their lawyer, 
who declares, “Out 
of darkness and into 
the light.” 

Here are some 
facts that came out 
of the Steven Tr- 
uscott trial: 

- Steven Truscott 
was exonerated after 
48 years 

v He was 
awarded six million 


dollars in compen- 
sation 

- Marlene re- 
ceived $100,000 in 
compensation for 
her work 

- No one was ever 
accountable for 
Steven’s arrest and 
incarceration 

- Lynne Harper’s 
killer has never been 
found 

- Three years 
after Steven’s con- 
viction, in 1963, the 
death sentence was 
commuted in 
Canada as matter of 
policy. On July 14, 
1976, Capital Pun- 
ishment was abol- 
ished in Canada 

» Capital Punish- 
ment continues in 
the United States of 
America, China, 
Saudi Arabia and 
many other coun- 
tries around the 
world 

“Marlene” was a 
thought-provoking 
work that was well 
served as the open- 
ing film for the festi- 
val.

The transition to 
all-electric, battery- 
powered equipment 
will reduce carbon 
emissions, limit 
noise and increase 


safety for Parks 
staff. 

The new equip- 
ment includes two 
riding zero-turn 
mowers, a_ push 
mower, leaf blowers 
and trimmers. 

The project aligns 
with the city’s Cli- 
mate Change Action 
Plan’s goal of reduc- 
ing greenhouse gas 
emissions by 80 per 
cent by 2050, with 
the long-term aspi- 
rational goal of be- 
coming a net-zero 
community.
